Under the heading “Alberta 
Leads,” the Edmonton Bulletin says 
editorially that the record of this 
provinee at the Chicago winter fair 
places the foothill province definitely 
on the map as a wheat producing 
country, Hitherto Alberta’s reputa- 
tion as a ranching country has tended 
against the general acceptance of her 
wheat growing capabilities. § When 
settlement first broke into the prairie 
west the Red River valley was 


“thought to be the only wheat growing 


area, Then the remainder of the 
‘province of Manitoba was included; 
and Manitoba No. 1 hard wheat be- 


came a standard of highest quality on| 


the world’s markets. Next came 
Saskatchewan, which now. leads her 
two neighboring provinces in volume 
of wheat production. Even Alberta 
folk took for granted that for some 
unexplained reason Alberta condi- 
tions were Iess favorable to the pro- 
duction of high class wheat than those 
prevailing in either Saskatchewan or 
Manitoba. ‘The results at the Chi- 
cago fair are a revelation, the full im- 
portance of which is not casy to real- 
ize. The wheat area is pushed west- 
ward to the base of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, And not only the area of 
wheat production, the best wheat is 
produced in that area which lics fur- 
thest west. Of twenty-five prizes giv- 
en for wheat, *wenty-three came to 
Canada, and seven of these to Alberta. 
Against all the other provinces of 
Canada and all the States of the 
Union, Alberta took nearly one-third 
ofall the wheat prizes offered. That 
setiles any question as to the produc- 
tion of high class wheat in Alberta. 

It was not remarkable that there 
should be question as to the growth 
of high quality wheat in the, province. 
Backed by the Rockies, Alberta ig na- 
turally at a considerably higher aver- 
age altitude than Saskatchewan or 
Manitoba. An altitude’in fact at 
which ,in such a northern latitude, 
wheat could scarcely be expected to 
be produced in highest perfection, if 
at all. Cayley, where one of the 
prize winning samples was grown, is 
3,400 feet above the sea, and Calgary 
which produced another winning sam- 
ple, is at an cqual clevation., Cal- 
gary is in latitude 51 north, 

Fifty years ago the Genesee valley 
in New York State set the standard 
of wheat production for the continent 
After many years the wheat fields of 
Southern Minnesota became famous, 
The 49th parallel was then consider- 
ed by many eminent scicntists to be 
the northern limit of wheat,

| First Stage of the Decay of the 
Teeth, 
By Rea Proctor McGee, M.D., D.D.S., 
Editor Oral Hygiene. 

If your knife and fork, spoon, plate, 

cup and saucer were left from one 

meal to another without thorough 

; washing, you would change your 
| boarding house. : 

But why bo so particular about out- 


side matters unless you thoroughly 
cleanse your own mouth after cach 
meal, 


When food is allowed to pack be- 
tween and around the teeth caries, or 
decayas it is commonly called, gets a 
good start. The packed food de- 
composes and ferments, this makes 
the bacteria happy so they all move 
in, 

As the bacteria get settled upon the 
enameled surface of the teeth, they, 
cover themselves with a coating call- 
ed a gelatinous plaque. Under this 
protective covering the bacteria grow 
unless they are removed by thorough 
cleansing. 

Decay of the teeth caries, ‘ig a dis- 
case just the sante as tuberculosis or 
measles is a disease. In this disease 
the hardest tissue in the body is at- 
tacked, 

The bacteria of decay are really tiny 

plants. . They live and die as other 
plants do, when they die they decom- 
pose and ferment, forming an acid. 
This acid, in its fresh state, will dis- 
solve the enamel of the tooth a very 
littlé at a time at first, but the further 
in the bacteria they get the more 
rapidly they work. 
. The enamel of the teeth is not 
sensitive. It is composed entirely 
of the salts of lime, shaped into micro- 
scopic rods that are bound together 
by a natural cement. The rods all 
point towards the centre like the 
bricks in an arch, Enamel is the 
armor plate of a tooth. When the 
decay gets through the armor it 
reaches the ends of the tiny fibres 
from the nerve that radiate through 
the body of, the tooth, 

It is here that you get your first 
sharp pain that tells there is trouble 
ahead, trouble that only one person 
can stop. Don't delay, your teeth are 
too valuable.
